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Until now I've written no word in this 
column that could be construed as for, or 
against, a typical Canagian flag. 

I don't propose to do so now for I believe 
that no matter what our personal opinions 
may be, with the decision made, we should 
all close ranks and assist in promoting ac- 

geptance of the new flag throughout Canada. 

However, I have run into a delightful 
story that has to do with the making of a 
Canadian flag and I'd like to Share it with 
you, 

It happened more than 67 years ago and, 
believe it or not, maple-leaves were used to 
make that flag truly our own. 

The story starts with an attractive young 
girl in Orillia, Ontario. ~ 

She had hazel flecked eygs that sparkled 
with laughter and long chestnut brown hair 


that she piled high on her ‘head: in the“ 


fashionable style of that day. 

Her name was Louise Thomson Currie. 

It was June, 1897. Miss Currie, accom- 
panied by a chaperone, who was a friend of 
the family and not many years older than 
herself, was .about to leave on a trip to 
Europe and especially to London for Queen 
Victoria's diamond jubilee. celebration. 


* * * 


The two young women sailed fram Mont 
real in a ship. that carried a contingent of 
250 Canadian soldiers, going across to take 
part in the jubilee parade. 

Miss Currie kept a diary amt-in-tr-she 
recorded that they made: friends with a num- 
ber of the “handsome” young men in uni- 
form. 

When they reached Landon and were 
settled in “lodgings” that had been arranged 
for them, Louise Currie and her chaperone 
set off for the Bank of Scotland and then 
for Cheapside to buy. purple ties (evidently 
a jubilee celebration “must”) for the “boys” 
hey had met aboard ship. These were 
quickly despatched to Chelsea Barracks. 

Next they went to Tottenham witli the 
express intention of finding a Canadian flag 
to wave on the day of the jubilee parade. 

Thediary chronicles here that they could 
find flags for-many countries of the world, 
but not for Canada. 

They were offered the Union Jack, to 
which they gave a polite “No!”

When they took their seats, with six other 
Canadians; on the first floor of a building 
along the parade route, at 7:30 a.m., the flag 
was draped from the open nha tb ws in front 
of them.

AFL commissioner Joe Foss, “more dis- 
appointed than shocked” at the racial discri- 
mination charges, which forced cancellation 
today said the game would be played Satur- 
day in Houston. : 

Foss said he had ‘no recourse but to back 
the players, because they are members of the 
AFL family.” 

Asked how he felt about the Negro walkout, 
Foss said, “I feel they are justified.” 

Besides, he said, “you have 20 members of 
your ball clubs pull out and that doesn’t leave 
you anything to do but cancel the game.” 

The Negro players made up about 40 per - 
cent of the two teams.

The' game had been expected to draw about 
60,000 paid customers. Another 20,000 tickets 
were to be given to white and Negro high 
school students. 

Promoter Dave Dixon was shocked at the 
rapid developments that rocked this city's 
chances of getting a team of its own. 

Dixon said 20,000 tickets had already been 
sold for the game. 

Dixon’s group in the last two years has 
brought in record neutral city crowds for ex- 
hibition football games~and had no trouble 
with integration, His successes led the AFL to 
schedule its all-star game in a neutral city for 
the first time in history.
